G.S.R. 306 (E) .—The following draft of certain rules 
further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955 which the Central Government proposes to make, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954, 
(37 of 1954) and after consultation with the Central Commit¬ 
tee for Food Standards is hereby published as required by 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act for the informa¬ 
tion of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into con¬ 
sideration on or after the expiry of a period of sixty days 
from the date on which the copies of the Gazette in which 
this notification is published are made available to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft rules before 
expiry of the period so specified, shall be considered by the 
Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 22, in table, 
in serial number 10, for the words “wheat flour”, the words 
“wheat flour (maida) and sujr shall be substituted. 

3. In the said rules, for rule 24, the following rule 
shall be substituted namely :— 

“24. Extraneous addition of colouring matter to be 
mentioned on the label :—Where an extraneous 
colouring matter has been added to any article of food, 
there shall be displayed a statement in capital letters, 
just beneath the list of ingredients on the label attached 
to any package of food so coloured, as below : 

‘CONTAINS PERMITTED NATURAL*/ 
SYNTHETIC* COLOURS’ 

(* strike out whichever is not applicable). 

Note—If such a statement is displayed, the colour used in 
the product need not be mentioned in the list of in¬ 
gredients*. 

4. In the said rples, in rule 32— 

(a) after the proviso to clause (b), the following pro¬ 
viso, shall be inserted, namely :— 
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“Provided ftirther that when statements regarding ad¬ 
dition of colours or flavours are displayed on the label 
in accordance with rule 24 and rule 64 BB respectively, 
addition of such colours or flavours need not be men¬ 
tioned in the list of ingredients; 

Provided also that in case both colour and flavour are 
used in the product, a combined statement in capital letters 
shall be displayed, just beneath the list of ingredients on the 
label attached to any package of food so coloured and 
flavoured, as below :— 


'CONTAINS PERMITTEED NATURAL’'/SYNTHETIC* 
COLOURS AND ADDED FLAVOURS 1 


(^strike out whichever is not applicable)”. 

(b) in clause (f),— 

(i) for the first proviso, the following proviso shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided that in case of package of confec¬ 
tionery weighing 20g. or less, the particulars 
under clause (b) need not be specified”; 

(ii) for the fifth proviso, the following provisos, 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided also that in case of package or bottle 
containing sterilised or UHT milk, soya milk, 
flavoured milk, any package containing 
dhokla, bhelpuri, pizza, dough nuts, khoa, 
paneer, cheese, butter, margarine, fat spread, 
ice-cream or any uncanned package of fruits, 
vegetable, meat, fish or any other like com¬ 
modity, the date, month and year in which the 
commodity is manaufactured or prepared or 
pre-packed shall be mentioned, on the label”; 

Provided also that in case of package con¬ 
taining bread, particulars under clause (f) need 
not be specified; 

Provided further that in case of package 
containing confectionery weighing 20 g. or 
less, the particulars under clasue (f) need not 
be specified”. 

(c) after clause (g) and before explanation 1, the 
following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 
“(h) the month and year in capital letters, upto 
which the product is the best for consump¬ 
tion, in the following manner, namely :— 


“BEST FOR CONSUMPTION UPTO MONTH AND 
YEAR. 

OR 

| "BEST FOR CONSUMPTION WITHIN.MONTHS 

FROM THE DATE OF PACKAGING/MANUFACTURE. 

(Note: blank be filled up); 


Provided that in case of wholesale packages in corru¬ 
gated boxes and wooden cases, the particulars under clauses 
(b), (c), (f), (g) and this clause need not be specified; 

Provided farther that in case of package or bottle con¬ 
taining sterilised or UHT milk, soya milk, flavoured milk, 
any package containing bread, dhokla, bhelpuri, pizza, dough¬ 
nuts, khoa, paneer, cheese, butter, margarine, fat spread, ice¬ 
cream or any uncanned package of fruits, vegetable, meat, 
fish or any other like commodity, the declaration be made as 
follows:— 


BEST FOR CONSUMPTION UPTO DATE/MONTH/ 
YEAR 


OR 


"BEST FOR CONSUMPTION WITHIN.DAYS 

FROM THE DATE OF PACKAGING/MANUFACTURE. 


(Notes: Blank be filled up) ; 

Provided also that in case of package containing con¬ 
fectionery weighing 20g. or less the particulars under clause 
(h) need not be specified"; 

(d) after explanation I. the following note shall 
be inserted namely:— 

“Note:—In case of any bottle containing liquid milk, 
liquid beverage having milk as an ingredient, 
soft drink, ready-to-serve fruit beverages or 
the like which is returnable by the consumers 
for refilling where labelling declarations are 
given on the crown, declarations with regard 
to addition of fruit pulp, juice, colour, flavour 
and artificial sweetener (whenever permitted 
under these rules) shall invariably appear on 
the body of the bottle"; 

(e) after explanation V t the following explana¬ 
tions and Note shall be added, namely:— 
'Explapatjpn VI :—"Wholesale package" 
means a package containing — 

(a) a number of retail packages, where such 
retail packages are intended for sale, distribu¬ 
tion or delivery to an intermediary and are not 
intended for sale direct to any consumer; or 

(b) a commodity of food sold to an intermedi¬ 
ary in bulk to enable such intermediary to sell, 
distribute or deliver such commodity of food 
to the consumer in smaller quantities. 

Explanation VII :— Prepacked commodity 
with its grammatical variations and cognate 
expressions means a commodity of food with 
or without the purchaser being present, is 
placed in a package of whatever nature so that 
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the quantity of the commodity contained 
therein has a predetermined value and such 
value cannot be altered without the package 
or its lid or cap, as the case may be being 
opened or undergoing a perceptible modifi¬ 
cation. 

Note —The expression ’package', wherever it occurs 
in these rules, shall be construed as package 
containing prepacked commodity of food ar¬ 
ticles". 

5. In the said rules, for rule 36, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

"36. Principal display panel, its area, size and letter, 
etc.-—(1) Principal display panel means that part of a 
label which is intended or is likely to be displayed, pre¬ 
sented or shown or examined by the customer under 
normal and customary conditions of display, sale or 
purchase of the commodity of food contained in the 
package.

(2) The area of the principal display panel shall not be 
—less than— 

(a) in the case of a rectangular container, forty 
percent of the product of height and width 
of the panel of such container having the 
largest area; 

(b) in case of cylindrical or nearly cylindrical, 
round or nearly round, oval or nearly oval 
container, twenty percent of the product of 
the height and average circumference of such 
container; or 

(c) in the case of a container of any other shape, 
twenty percent of the total surface area of 
the container except where there is label, 
securely affixed to the container, such label 
shall have a surface area of not less than ten 
percent of the total surface area of the con¬ 
tainer. 

(3) In computing the area of the principal display 
panel,the tops, bottoms, flanges at top and bottoms of 
cans, and shoulders and necks of bottles or jars shall 
be excluded. 

(4) In the case of package having a capacity of five 
cubic centimetres or less, the principal display panel 
may be card or tape affixed firmly to the package or 
container and bearing the required information under 
these rules. 

(5) The height of any numeral in the declaration re¬ 
quired Under these rules, on die principal display panel 
shall not be less than— 

(i) as shown in Table—I below if the net quan¬ 
tity is declared in terms of weight or volume.

(6) The height of letters in the declaration under sub¬ 
rule (5) shall not be less than 1 mm height. When blown, 
formed, molded, embossed or perforated, the height of 
letters shall not be less than 2 mm. 

Provided that the width of the letter or numeral shall 
not be less than one third of its height, but this proviso 
shall not apply in the case of numeral T and letters i, 
1 and 1; 

Provided further than in case of label declarations re¬ 
quired under rule 42 except in case of declaration speci¬ 
fying instructions for use or preparation of the product, 
the size of letters shall not be less than 3 mm; 
Provided also that the size of letter specified under 
this rule shall be applicable to declaration made only 
under rule 32 or 32-A of these rules. 

(7) Every declaration which is required to be made 
on package under these rules shall be — 

(a) legible, prominent, definite, plain and unambigu¬ 
ous; 
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(b) conspicuous as to size number and colour, and 

(c) as far as practicable, in such style or type of letter¬ 
ing as to be boldly, clearly and conspicuously present 
in distinct contrast to the other type, lettering c h graphic 
material used on the package, and shall be printed or 
inscribed on the package in a colour that constrasts 
conspicuously with the background of the label: 

Provided that— 

(a) where any label information is blown, formed or 
moulded on a glass or plastic surface or where such 
information is embossed or perforated on a package, 
that information shall be not be required to be presented 
in a contrasting colour; 

(b) where any declaration on a package is printed ei¬ 
ther in the form of a handwriting or hand script, such 
declaration shall be clear, unambiguous and legible, 

(8) No declaration shall be made so as to require is to 
be read through any liquid commodity contained in the 
package, 

(9) Where a package is provided with an outside con¬ 
tainer or wrapper such container or wrapper shall also 
contain all the declarations which are required to ap¬ 


pear on the package except where such container or 
wrapper itself is transparent and the delcarations on the 
package are easily readable through such outside con¬ 
tainer or wrapper.” 

6, In the said rules, in rule 64 BB for the words, ‘there 
shall be written on the label”, the words “there shall be 
written just beneath the list of ingredients on the label” shall 
be substituted. 

7, In the said rules, after rule 64 BB, the following 
note shall be inserted, namely:^— 

Note—If such a statement is displayed, the flavour used in 
the product need not be mentioned in the list of ingredi¬ 
ents”, 

8, In the said rules, in Appendix B, in item A.29.01, 
for the words, “It shall also be free from Chloral hydrate and 
paraldehyde”, the words, “It shall also be free from chloral 
hydrate, paraldehyde, sedative, tranquilizer and artificial, 
sweetener” shall be substituted. 
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
